E n t i r e Population of 
Little Town Fighting 
For Life. 


Denver, Colo., J u n e 4.-- 
Cloudbursts 
a n d # torrential 
rains throughout Colorado have 
forced rivers over their banks, 
flooding many cities, and caus­ 
ing great damage to property 
and crops, according to reports 
received here today. 


Little mountain s t r e a m s , 
swollen into surging rivers, took 
toll of more man a score of 
lives, made several hundred 
homeless and caused millions 
of dollars worth of damage in 
Colorado today. 


A wall of water swept Mrs. 
Carl Davis and her family to 
death near Sterling. Two chil 
dren were swept from their 
father's arms as he valiantly 
tried to bring them to shore 
safely through one of Pueblo's 
raging torrents. 
Heavy Damage At Pueblo 
At Pueblo it was reported 
that damage estimated at over 
$4,000,000 was done by one of 
the most disastrous floods in the 
history of the town. Hundreds 
of persons were said to have 
fled from their homes in fac( 
of the rising waters. 


Guardsmen patrolled t h t 
streets in boats. Fires startec 
early in the morning wer. 
checked by rain. Fifteen miles 
of the Lincoln highway and 
many miles of railroad track.' 
were washed away. Hundred: 
of acres of crops are under wa 
ter, and countless head of live 
stock perished. 


Martial Law Declared. 


Martial law was declared in 
Pueblo this morning. Terrified 
residents kept rescue parties 
busy all night long w.ith theii 
cries for help. 
Looters were 
reported in the inundated dis

bridges over the Arkansas wen 
swept away and guards placec 
over others to prevent person: 
from crossing.
